4th. That the Treasurer, unless instructed otherwise by the Board advance or pay to each 
member of this Special Committee his travelling Giving & incidental expenses for every 
trip or visit, not exceeding for any single trip $500, for which certified vouchers are to be 
furnished by the members. 

5th. That the members of said Special Committee be appointed by a majority vote of the 
Board: to be changed wholly or in part by the Board thereafter provided the committee at 
first selected, or any subsequent meeting as above, shall act until formally changed. 

On motion of Mr Kauffmann, Copyists are to pledge that no one shall copy their copies.

In Curator MacLeod’s private office at the Corcoran Art Gallery yesterday morning a 
pleasant entertainment was given W. W. Corcoran, esq., in the shape of a zither 
performance by Prof. Adolph Maurer, of this city, who has composed new variations of 
“Home, Sweet Home.” Mr. Corcoran and his grandson, with several ladies, were present. 
Prof. Maurer’s composition is spoken highly of by critics, and was, along with several 
other pieces, very finely rendered, pleasing Mr. Corcoran so well that he asked for a 
repetition. Mr. Corcoran said the music was very opportune, as he was just writing a 
letter to the American consul at Tunis, and the British consul general at Malta, in 
reference to the author of the ballad whose air Prof. Maurer had so finally variated. 
Payne’s remains are now at Marseilles, whence they will soon be [en] route to America, 
The internment at Oak Hill, with its appropriate ceremonies, will take place in the early 
part of July. 

[End of newspaper clipping.]

Mr Corcoran, Dr Welling & Mr Matthews met here at 2 p. m to confer upon the subject 
of receiving here the remains of John Howard Payne , which are expected to arrive at New 
York on March 15th. After informal consultation it was agreed to appoint a Committee 
for its reception embracing some members of the Board of Trustees, A some tt A of Oakhill 
Cemetery, some officials of the State & Navy Departments. It was agreed that there 
would be no public procession on this occasion, but that the Remains will be quietly 
taken to Oakhill Cemetery, there to be placed in the public Vault, until the 9th of June, 
when they will be deposited in the last resting-place, Mr Corcoran has prepared for them. 

On this occasion, it is agreed to have a public procession, & imposing ceremonies, brief 
but impressive. A simple monument will be placed over the tomb with a colossal bust - 
designed by a Mr Doyle of New Orleans . There will be prayer (Bishop Pinckney 
officiating) a short address by Leigh Robinson , a poem by Whittier (it is proposed) the 
singing of “Home, Sweet Home,” by V a picked band of vocalists, followed by the same 
air by the full Marine Band . The military will encircle the place of ceremonies, and flags 
will be festooned from tree to free. 

The details of the above general programme will be filled up leisurely, and a card of 
invitation of suitable design be issued. 

Mr Corcoran’s unstinted generosity. 

Mr Corcoran’s whole heart is in the complete accomplishment of his magnificent purpose 
to thus honor the remains of Payne, & openly said to-day, no expense will be spared in 
carrying out the final burial in the most becoming & beautiful style.

He is a tall fine-looking man of about 50, has small gray eyes, & has 
the general style of Bonaparte features.

Sunday . A furious snow-storm set in before daylight & continued until 10 a.m. to the 
depth of four inches, when it began to melt, & by evening the snow only was left on the 
house tops & fields, the streets & pavements being clear, & the afternoon bright & clear. 
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Arrival of Knaedler & Co’s men. The “Return from the Fair,” stretchered & raised from the floor. 

Came to the Gallery at 10 a.m. Knaedler & Co’s man was there, but there were neither 
screws nor hinges in the boxes, to fasten the stretcher or frame. Fortunately I got some 
Schneider & Co’s store. 

Mr McGuire came with two friends at 1 1 a.m. and we had the “Russian Fair” unrolled on 
the floor. I was not surprised at its appearance, as I had seen the photo- gravure , & did 
not like its general cold color & subject, but have waited to see it raised from the floor. 

I left the gallery at 1 1.20. & went to church, as the man sent here & Cassidy were able to 
raise it after the picture was tacked on. 

Mr McG. & friends remained until this was done, & Mr Kauffmann came in also. 

Sent a postal to Mr Clark notifying him of the arrival of the three pictures. 

Feb. 19 

Came to the Gallery at 9 a.m. with Mr M. Wilson artist. A bright clear morning, but the 
sky at noon cloudy & uncertain. 

Description & impression, of the “Return from the Fair. 

Examined the “Return from the Fair,” as it stands against the west wall of the Main 
Gallery, and my first impressions of it yesterday are confirmed and deepened. It is 
a monstrous work in size (25 ft in frame) subject, treatment, and color. It represents the 
departure from the Fair at the close of day of groups of rough Russian peasants, evidently 
drunk or in the way of being so, as they sit in their sleighs drinking, or mounting into 
them, or furiously driving off. The type of these peasants in face, dress & action is 
hideous, & repulsive, and the color is cold, heavy & harsh. On the right, a sleigh with 
four horses are dashing furiously forward, the horses in various excited & the driver 
standing with reins & whip in hand. Another peasant, horrible in face is behind him. In 
the centre a sleigh is filled with revellers drinking, while others outside are struggling 
into it. On the left stands a fearfully red sleigh, the horses standing still, and the driver 
seated with his head bent down, evidently stupid with liquor. All these groups are in 
shadow, & relieved against a stream of ruddy sunset lighting up a snowy field, & the 
turrets of a building beyond. This work is by Tozee Chelmonski, a Russian, painted in 
1878, presumably exhibited in the Paris Salon 1879. It is entirely deficient in any 
aesthetic quality - an unrelieved picture of coarse drunken peasants & fiery horses, and 
though it may be natural & national in character, & full of vigor, the work appeals to no 
good sentiment of beauty or propriety & it contrasts horribly with the magnificent works 
surrounding it! 

Asst. Curator absent. 
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Mr Wilson artist, shares my opinion of the Russian picture, & thinks we can’t give to it 
25 feet of the centre of the either end of the Main Gallery. It can be placed in no other 
gallery at present, if bought. 

Dr Butler called. Told him Mr Corcoran declined heading the call he left, & stated his 
reason, which I begged Dr B. to keep to himself. Returned to him his photo, of the 
Luther monument. 

M. Babcock St. Louis sent $2.00 for large “Corday.” Sent it. 

The Art Committee met at 1 p.m. all the members being present. Mr Corcoran came in & 
joined them in examining the Russian Fair. 

Col. Pickett’s letter presenting to the members of the Art Committee, electrotyped copies 
of the Broad Seal of the C.S.A. was read, I was directed to return thanks for the presents. 

Wrote to Col. P. 

I am directed to acknowledge Knaedler’s &Co’s letter, & ask about the photogravure, 
also to say to Mr Neagle he can send his portrait of Mrs Wood, for exhibition, though 
there is little chance of its being purchased. 

Also directed to tell Garrett C. Neagle, that if he wishes to exhibit his father’s portrait of 
Mrs Wood A here A he can do so ( at his own expense) hut & that there is but little chance 
of its being chance of its purchase. 

Also to reply to Miss Lucia B. Peck, that we have one work by Le Clear . 

Mrs. Vandenburgh’s specimen for copying, was considered of merit enough to entitle her 
to copy such a picture as “Autumn on Lake George”. 

Mr Dana’s & Miss Williams’ letters to be acknowledged with thanks. 

The Committee then considered the purchase of the three pictures received from 
Knaedler & Co. and after consultation, the matter was post-poned until the next meeting. 

It was ordered that the “Caesar Dead” be taken down & put in another gallery, and the 
“Return from the Fair” be put in its place for exhibition for one month. 

Sent for Mr Taylor & ordered him to have the scaffold this afternoon so as to be ready to 
make the proposed change. 

Wrote to Knaedler & Co. asked about the photogravure , and said the Committee would 
after a while send its decision about the pictures. 

Wrote by direction of the Committee to Earle & Sons, Phila. asking if he understood the 
its wishes about the style &c of the frames requested of them, & to state them in a reply. 

Mr Clark A says A we should get a man to clean the gutters of the A roof. A 
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Rec’d letter from Mr H. Sidney Everett Berlin, enclosing a list of casts in the Royal 
Museum there, & offering his services to the Gallery for getting any of them. 

Asst. Curator sent word that he is too unwell to attend here.

Curator (whose duty it is to issue notices to the Trustees 
some days previous to the stated meetings of the Board, & who did not make them out 
before he went on his leave) the usual written calls to the Trustees to attend the Quarterly 
Meeting, were overlooked. 

Dr Reuling’ s offering the “Mailboat” & “ Seignac ” for $2,000 was read, & the purchase 
of either declined; and as the former had been exhibited here some years ago, (when its 
purchase was declined) I was directed to box both pictures, & notify him that they were 
subject to his order. It was done . 

Earle & Son’s bill for frames was certified by the Chairman & sent to Mr Hyde. 
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Mr Powell’s portraits of Admiral & Mrs Powell allowed to be exhibited for one week. 

Miss Nimmo’s unfinished copy of “Magdalena River” allowed to be withdrawn by her. 

The Chair read the Quarterly Report of the Committee, & it recommends also that the 
Trustees give at the end of each year, a gold medal of the value of $50 (coin) to the 
copyist from st casts showing the greatest improvement. Professional copyists to be 
excluded: and if now drawing be of sufficient merit, to withhold the medal. 

The Curator was authorized to send the old frames to auction, or dispose of them 
otherwise. 

The Committee then having adjourned. 

Dr Welling (President) took the chair, & called the Trustees present (being a quorum) to 
order, and to take action as to the next meeting of the Board of Trustees.

& only a few days previously, he was in this office, speaking pleasantly about this same 
picture. 

One explanation of this spiteful ct is that he last year copied a group from the “Passing 
Regiment”, submitted it to the Art-Committee: which thought A it A such an execrable 
daub, that it refused to pass it , and of course he could not take it away! Hence I presume 
he vents his spite on me. I have taken no notice of it so far, & the fellow makes the 
mistake of supposing that such lying statement can have any effect upon the large 
constituency of old friends & new, whose good opinion of me personally, & as a Curator, 

I L enjoy - to say nothing of the good-will of the copyists, with whom I have ever been 
on good terms.

Bright and very warm.

16. by sickness in his family. He telephoned he would come if his presence was 
necessary, for a quorum, but his call elicited no response. 

I understand that during the meeting of the Board, Mr J.C. McGuire, came out & asked 
the Janitor our number , on being informed, he went in but Mid not A call upon the Janitor 
to answer any call. The meeting as usual being strictly private, I was not present, but in 
one of the galleries, & knew nothing of the call. Wrote to Profr. B. and explained the 
matter. 

A note “from a friend” in New York, containing a slip from the N.Y. Evg Post of 16 th . 
containing the attack upon me in the Sunday Herald - headed as written by an artist ! 

This “friend” rather freely writes in a tone of advice to me, as if the lying charges were 
true, and says “the sooner a change is effected in the supervision the better!” adding “in 
the most friendly spirit”, he can’t conceive that I would willingly impede the popularity 
& success of such an institution, & hopes in my future administration of my duties I will 
be able to refute the charges brought against my way of conducting the affairs of the 
Gallery”!!! 

The excessive impertinence of this anonymous A ”friend” A ignorant of what he writes 
about, makes me suspect that it is penned by the lying author of the article. There is 
evidently a wish to draw me into a controversy with these scribblers, but I will not 
gratify them. 

I have spoken to the present class of copyists, and they all express their denial of the truth 
of charge, that I have shewn anything but courtesy, kindness, advice & encouragement to 
them all - & some of them have been for years copying here- Enough of this however. 

Mr McGuire called. I shewed him the “Herald’s” attack upon A me A and afterwards the 
circumstances leading to it, & shewed him the rejected picture submitted for the 
Committee’s inspection. As soon as he saw it, th he said “that accounts for the milk in 
the cocoa-nut”! He agrees with me that it is not worth while to take any notice of it, or 
the New York letter.

It is called “ Thus far A shalt thou come A & no 
further ”. It represents a wide extent of A sandy A sea-shore, upon which rolls & breaks 
moderate- sized waves. A gull or two, & one distant vessel are the only accessions with a 
shell or two on the light sand. A cloudy sky with the A sun A light dropping through upon 
the horizon, and playing upon the nearer waves, is beautifully painted. The strength of 
the picture is in the mass of waves in the middle distance, that are very transparent in 
their greenish tilt. The fault of the work is the excessive milkiness of the foam on the 
beach, the weakness of color in the sand, & the want of grayness in the distant foam, & 
of blueness on the distant water. It is however a fine picture full of the sentimental of 
solitude & the soothing influence, such a scene is apt to produce. Its quiet character 
however, I fear, will not make it a popular picture. 

Mr F.B. McGuire was notified & came & was delighted with the Richards . The charge 
for it as stated by Mr Richards in his letters to the Art Committee is $1500, exclusive of 
frame.

As I 
entered, I was struck with the fitness of its position in a line with Mr Corcoran’s portrait 
above it. It would was a fine subject for a photograph but as I knew nothing of the 
arrangements of the funeral, I had not time to get a photographer here to take it. As it 
was I took a sketch in pencil as a souvenir, which I will work up. The casket sloped from 
head to foot, and lee appeared as below.

Mr & Mrs Luqner, the latter the niece of Payne. She wept on seeing the casket, and 
spoke with much feeling of her uncle, I had some conversation with them, & then left 
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them here. The casket was covered with white cloth at Mr Corcoran’s request, with 
white fringe, & silver-plate handles. 

Took my family to the Oakhill Cemetery at 3 o’clock, in a cab, the cars all being crowded. 

At 3 Vi the gates were opened & soon the Gr platforms were crowded. It was a sublime 
& interesting spectacle. A slight sprinkle of rain A fell A for a while & passed off & every 
thing went off grandly. Most of the speeches were inaudible. But the Hallelujah Chorus 
by 150 singers & 39 of the Marine Band was certainly very impressive. I do not like the 
bust - the side view, it has not the shape of Payne’s under jaw which protruded. 

It was remarked as a pdice piece of bad taste that President Arthur (seated beside Mr 
Corcoran) wore a grey coat. The groups of old oaks overhanging the scene, gave great 
dignity to the whole affair.

July 30 

Monday. Cool enough to have the windows down, in consequence of the thunderstorm & 
change of temperature of Saturday night. When the thermometer fell from 86° to 64° !

Messrs Kauffmann & Clark came at 9 Vi a.m. & after some deliberation upon the various 
tints submitted by Forsberg for the Main Gallery, postponed decision upon them until the 
next day same hour. 

He says the photo Mr Corcoran sent to himself 
has faded very much, & unless another is under way, he is desperate about the loss of 
time.

He is to send another photo of the relief from the plaster, & thinks the objection to 
the protruding jaw could be remedied by turning the head more perpendicular, in the 
other part of the design.

$2,000.

July 31. 

Bright & pleasantly cool. The weather continues extraordinarily agreeable, & the trees & 
grass as verdant as in June. 

Painting of Main Gallery ordered & begun. 

Messrs Kauffmann, & Clark came at 9 a.m. and decided upon the Main Gallery being 
painted the same color as has been used in the smaller galleries. I am glad the strong red 
tint for it called is not adopted, for to have it, the color must be used with oil which gives 
a gloss, & so to have it flat it is necessary to dispense with oil, and therefore the color 
will necessarily be lighter. 

Mr Kauffmann called my attention to the error in the date of Kensett’s birth on the 
comice of the main gallery. It should be 1818, & not 1812. Will get Forsberg to color 
change it. 

The painters at 4 p. m. had colored the end walls of the Main Gallery, but there are many 
streaks visible. It will be impossible to say anything about the fitness of the last coat, 
until all the strong red of the first coat is covered.

Let at 3 Vi p.m. 

Aug. 1 

Weather still bright and cool. 

Escorted my daughter to the B. & O. Depot at 9. 15 & was at the gallery at a quarter to 
eleven. 

A Mrs Scott & friends of Indiana, were admitted to the Sculpture & Bronze Halls, by 
card from Mr Hyde. 
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Letter to me from Mr A. J. Schafhirt M.D. requesting that the ladies of the 
Pharmaceutical Association to meet in the middle of September - 11, 12, & 13 th . be 
permitted to remain in the gallery until 5 p.m. & also that the members of the association 
be admitted by ticket on any day . 

At 4 p. m. the painters had colored all the wall of the Main Gallery, but there is some 
streakiness visible. 

Wrote to Mr Clarke.

Bright and warm. 

Dr Barbarin on leave. 

Rice 3 each of “Pincian Hill & “Cattle -group” 1 of “Coast” untitled returned. 

Rice sent up three large “Pincian Hills” do of “Cattle-Group d© 1 A of A Coast 
scene unlettered, the cast I returned as too dark & told him two lettered. 

Cresting of the roof progressing. 

Forsberg says he has finished painting. Much of it streaky. 

Mr Kauffmann came & does not like the streakiness of the wall, & at his request I sent a 
note to Mr Clark to call up tomorrow with Mr. K. & stating of Mr C’s experience was 
such as to believe the streakiness will dry out in a week, that he (Mr K) will defer to his 
judgment. 

In the afternoon I wrote to Mr McGuire & Mr Corcoran, accompanying packages of the 
new photos, but Rice failing to send up the photos, of the “Coast Scene”, postponed 
mailing my letters until tomorrow. 

Aug 3. 

Bright and pleasantly cool.

Forsberg removed all his implement. 

Mr Kauffmann sent to me a note from Mr Clark’s clerk to him, stating that Mr C. left for 
New England last night, & desired him to state that he knew of streaky walls drying out 
in a week, & suggesting that they be allowed to stand for approval that length of time. 
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Mr K. added to this a request that I should tell Mr Forsberg that if the wal streaks do not 
dry out in that time, he must give another coat of paint to the walls, even the re-opening 
of the Gallery is delayed.

Mr Brandt’s visit, 2 or 3 copies of Pincian Hill, he has seen it Rome! 

Mr C. L. Brandt, N.Y. was admitted to the Gallery before I came. He examined the 
Sculpture & Bronze Halls. He seems to be well-learned in art, and will soon sail for 
Germany to select pictures for an art collection in Savannah Ga. founded by a rich old 
lady. He surprised A me A when he stated that he has seen two or three pictures of the 
same subject as our “Pincian Hill” in Rome, perhaps a little altered, but still the 
same general subject. Rather unpleasant news! 

Aug 6.

Saw Mr Hyde, Mr Corcoran has forwarded some of his photos to send to Ezekiel, though 
they had not arrived. He thinks it a bad precedent to let the ladies of the Pharmaceutical 
Association, remain in the Gallery until 5 p.m.

Letter from Mr Corcoran enclosing a letter from Mr Alexander Marietta, Go. who want 
the aid of an expert to appraise the value of a “Magdalene” said to be by Carlo Dolce.

All the large pictures resting on iron bits are up. 

Aug. 10 

Cool and cloudy. All the men at work. 

Stopped work in Main Gallery until the trestles in side galleries were removed to have 
them swept. 

It will push us to have all the hanging tomorrow. 

Engaged Mr Fletcher to varnish Mr Corcoran’s portrait. 

Forsberg will dress floors on Monday. 

Aug 11. 

Bright & warm. 

Main Gallery finished early. Hung all the pictures in the West one, & put all the pictures 
in the S.W. gallery: leaving the hanging of thes the rest, & those in the E. gallery for 
Monday. 

Paid off the four men- $20.50 in all - including an extra 25cts. for their steady works. 

The two who came in place of the “free & independent niggers” went off each with $4.75 
for 3 days work. 

Mr Coolidge formerly of Boston, called to see me about the statue of Tecumseh, 
concerning which I had received yesterday a letter from Mr C. B. Norton Secy of 
“American Exhibition of Foreign Products Arts & Manufacturers” to be opened Sept 3, & 
in which he states having received from Dr Van Tuyl, Brazil, the reputed owner of the 
statue, a request that it be sent hence to the above Foreign Exhibition. I told Mr Coolidge 
that owing to the absence of Mr Architect Clark, who sent the statue here from the 
Capitol, nothing could be done until his return in a few days. Mr Norton is anxious to 
have it sent on by the New England R1 Rd Co. from this city. 

Paid Mr Fletcher $5.00 for varnishing Mr Corcoran’s portrait and Breton’s Sunset. Done 
well. 
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Aug. 13. 

Monday. Bright but warmer, afterwards cloudy, and rain is predicted. Hope it may 
come, for the earth needs it sorely. 

Note from W. C. Bryant, Cedar Rapids, Iowa, enclosing 25cts note for catalogue - sent it 
with a postal.

Note by the Curator 

I left Sept. 21 for Louisville where I visited the “Exposition” six days, & was delighted 
with its extent, variety & splendor, while its attractions were heightened by the concerts 
given daily in the afternoon & evening, by the famed Seventh Regiment Band N. York, & 
Gilmore’s Band. The art collection was very a very fine one comprising many pictures 
from private New York galleries. Among them were 3 choice Bougereaus, Renoufe’s 
large “Helping Hand” a Millet , a Knaus and the study or copy of the head of Christ by 
Mun kacy . I next visited the Exposition at Cincinnati where I found the Art Exhibition a 
very poor one. I was surprised A to see A there a 3 feet copy or study of our “Coast 
of New Jersey , by W. T. Richards . The subject precisely alike in its details, though the 
sky was different. It struck me that it is unfair to this Gallery, for the artist to repeat the 
same subject in. 

The Exhibition of Art in Chicago, which I next visited was excellent. A superb piece by 
Bridgman of Breton peasants ploughing & planting rape is marked at $1800 & can be 
had for $16.00. so Miss Hallowell said. I was glad to meet her, for she is the Secretary of 
the Art Department there, & has just returned from a seven months visit to the galleries of 
Europe. 
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I came to New York by way of Niagara. At Knaedler & Co’s I saw Bouguereau’s 
“ Alma Pareus ” or Charity, sold for $20,000! 

Bouguereau’s “Tulip-War” 

At Schaus’ I saw a new Bouguereau- called the “Tulip War”. In the middle of the 17 th 
century, the mania for tulip-raising became such a source of explanation speculation that 
as high as $6,000 was given for a single bulb, & government was forced to interfere & 
order that not more than 200 francs be given. Among the tulip-enthusiastic was Admiral 
Lieskin , to whose garden a body of troops A was sent A to destroy his collection of that 
flower. This is the subject of Bouguereau’s picture - about 3 Vi feet long. It represents 
the Admiral standing with drawn sword in the walk of his tulip beds, to defend a favorite 
specimen by his side. Beyond is a mounted officer directing his soldiers to trample down 
the flowers, while two of them are making for the Admiral who sternly waits for them. 

His figure is highly-finished spirited one on the picturesque dress of the time. A rich buff 
coat with sleeves lined with green a purple cloak, white ruff, high comical drab hat, 
surmounted with an upright black feather! The palates of vivid red, yellow, blue, green 
color representing the tulip-beds, give the picture a queer inharmonious stamp. Schaus 
said the price of the work was $15,000! 

Pictures at Avery’s 

At Avery’s I saw a magnificent animal piece by Mackart, |$8,000$ and the remarkable 
picture by representing the capture of the Dutch fleet A frozen up A at Antwerp in 179 - 
by the French Republican army.
